Confidential informant t- 4* of known reliability, 
on October 25, 1944 advised that FLORENCE PAbTERNAK, 41-42 M2 
Ltreet, iiunnyside, New York, was as of that date a member of the 
Conmunist political Association, Queens County, New York. 


On December 9# 1944 Confidential Informant T-5» 

•of known reliability, advised that FLORENCE PASTERNAK, Long , 
Island City, was one of. a group of individuals invited to hear 
election results ftt County Headquarters of the Communist Party - - 
in Quaens County, Now York as a result of their hard work in 
the election campaign. This gathering took place on November 
10, 1944. 


Confidential Informant T-6, of known reliability, 
on September 27 , 1945 advised that the subject had attended J< 
the Lenin ^hool in Moscow. Concerning MORRIS PAi>T]:RNAK, the 
subject t 8 husband, the informant advised that he was an active 
Communist for years and served on practically every leading 
committee on the state and national apparatus. He was sent to 
the Lenin Lchool 1930-32 and on his return worked in the state 
office of the communist party as a leader. He is the brother 
of LOUli^PASTERNAK, manager of Camp Unity. 

On October 4. 1946 Confidential Informent T-7, 
of Known reliability, advised that FLORENCE PASTERNAK, 4^-42 
42 ^reet. Long Island City, was then a member of the Communist 
Party Diatrlct limber 2, Queens County. 

Confidential Informant T-7 on December 12, 1946 
advised that the name of the subject of 41-42 42 Street, ^lannyside, 
appeared on a list of names utilleed in the sale of bonds at . 
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t^OftOO each which bonds were used for the purchase of « 
building at lOT'Oli. New York Boulevard, ({ueens County, aihich ' 
building was to be used as the Janaica Section Beadquartera 
of the Coxununlst Party.

On May 5* 1947 this informant advised the 
eu^ject had received two copies of D£AN*s book, "Boviet Strength" 
ft s.- Indicated in a record of sale of literature to comrades of - 
the ^nnyeide Section of the Communist IblitdcalrAasoclaticcuThls 
was believed to have been in 1944* 


Confidential Informant T-8, of known reliability, 
on October 21, 1949 made available a letter dated August 10, 

1949 addressed to WIN6T0K signed by "a group of young workers" 
fifty-four in number stating they are giving all their efforts 
to fighting for the release of WINSTON, HALL and GREEN from 
jail end toward having the indictments against them thrown 
out of court. , 

' They said through their union, the tnited Office 
and Professional workers of America, Congress of Industrial 
Organisations, they were all making contributions to the 
defense fund. One of the signers of the letter is FLORENCE 
PAoTERNAK, not further identified. 

It is believed the WINSTON, BALL and GREEN; ref erred 
to are HENRY VINhTON, G05 HALL and GIL GREEN, three of the 
eleven Communists convicted for violation of the Smith Act in 
1949. 

The following Is noted concerning the United Office 
and Professional Workers of America: 


The "Congress tof Industrial Organisations News", 
February 20, 1950 page 6 column 1 reported that the Congress 
of Industrial Organisations Executive Board had voted to expel 
the United Office and professional Workers of Apjorice from the 
Congress of Industrial Organisations effective March 1, 1950. 
ghe board acted on a report filed by the trial committee 
appointed to hear charges against the United Office cuid 
H'olesslonal Workers of America. The committee found among 
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i '.-jv; 

othSr thixjgB: "The policies end activities of the'uOPWA 
followed and continue to follow exactly* idthout deviation* 
the program of the Communist jparty.* •Never In the history 
of the 'UOFNA has any policy ever been adopted which in any 
v.ay runs counter to the policies of the Communist party, 
or to the interests of the iioviet Union, as these interests 
aae reflected in the program of the Communist Party". 

On Jtily 8, 19i|9 Confidential Informant T-3 
made available applications for the Internstlonal Workers Order 
reflecting the subject recruited two individuals into the 
International Workers Order* . • 

On December 12, 1914-9 and on December 19, 1949 
this informant made available applications reflecting the 
subject had recruited two persons into the Internstlonal

On May 25, 1950 T-3 made available international 
Workers Order applications reflecting the subject had recruited

Workers Order applications reflecting the subject on June 26, ' 

1950 recruited two individuals into the International Workers

Confidential informant T-7 on July 13, 1950 advised 
that FLORL'NCE FASTiStNAK, Chalraan, Lodge Number 60?, Jewish 
Peoples Fraternal Order, International Workers Order, was one 
of a group of individuals tho endorsed a request for lower bail 
for the elven convicted Communist leaders. 

On Pet>ruary 1, 1952 Confidential informant T-3 
made available information reflecting that FLORENCE PASTERNAK, 
born in 1905 was a member of the Intematioual workers Order 
and had joined in June 1933. MORRIS PASTFRNAK, born in 1897 
wat also listed as a member end had joined in November 1932* 


Both are meoberB of InteroBtlonal Itorkers Order lodge bOl, 

Queens County, New York. This informant reported the SBise 
information on December 23» I9k7» 

The •‘Fraternal Outlook", International Norkere 
Or^er magazine. In ite February 1944 iaaue page Z$, set Torth 
> Jthuffib nail eketeh of Internatlox^l Workers Order membera 
employed for a period of ten years* The following appears 
under the aubject*e name; •• Cashier, FLORENCE PAyTERNAK, 
receives an average of ^150,000*00 a month in lodge dues and 
other payments. 2he does valuable Communist work in Queens 
where she belongs to lodge Number 607. Midway in her es^loy- 
ment she took time out to have CAROf. BARBARA, now years 
old, then came back to the Job* Her husband, MORRIS, is 
a machine shop worker* Before coming to the IWO, FLOREIK^E 
spent more than a year in Russia." 

On August 7, 1950 T-3 made available a registration 
receipt dated March 13, 1950 for Canp Ifo-Chl-Cha, This receipt 
was made out for the subject's daughter* 

The following is noted concerning Cazqp Vlo>Chi>Cba: 

Camp Vo-Chi«Cha is now known as camp Wyandot. 

The April 194^ issue of "Praternal Outlook", 
page 14, columns 1 and 2 states *'Csjsp Wo-ChloCha is located 
on top of Schoo ley's Mountain in Port liirray, K.J.. It takes 
ears of 210 children at a time aged 9 to 16 years. Wo^Chi^Cha 
serves IWO and labor groups in the Ky area." 

On January 23, 1945# Confidential Informant T-9# 
of known reliability, advised that the canp is the official 
children's camp for members of the Communist Political 
Association and the Internatioxial Workers Order end is for 
children between the ages of six to sixteen*

on June 22, 1951 made available a list reflecting that FLORENCE 
PAoTPRNAK, 41*42 42 Street, Queens, New York, was registered . 
as a voter with the American Labor Party* 
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f On September 18, 195l» Oonfldential Informant 

T-3 Bade available Information r eflecting that FLORENCE OELLER 
lASTERNAK 41-^2 42 St’faet, Long laland City, New York, had 
applied for member ship in the Dietrlbutive Workers Union 
Credit Union. The informant advised the subject was a member 
of the Distributive, Processing and Office Workers of Anierloa, 
she was born on July 21, 1905# worked for the International 
Wt^kers Order, 60 5 Avenue, and her husband is named MCKIRIS.

MORTON SOBELL was tried in the Southern District 
4it' Rew York from March 6 through March 29f 1951 for conspiracy 
to commit espionage* On March 29, 1951 was Xound guilty 
and sentenced to thirty years in prison* 


In October 195^ WILLUM DAN2IGER was Interviewed 
by SAS JAMES T. 0»BRIEN and CHARLES P*^ILVERTHORN. --DAN2IGER- 
admltted receiving a letter from K0HT0N']S0BEI4 u about a week 
alter SOBELL left for Mexico City* According to DAKZIGER the 
letter arrived about June 28, 1950 and contained three 
enclosures* One of the enclosures wi s a note in which SOBELL 
instructed DANZIGER to notify one PASTERNAK of hl-42 2^2 Street," 
Long Island City, New York of S0BELL*8 Mexico City address and. 
also the alias that SOBELL was using in Mexico City* DANZXGEH 
advised that he slipped a note on which he had written SOBELL* a 
alias and Mexico Cfty address under PASTERNAK'S door sometime 
in the middle of July 1950* 


SAS JAMES T. 0»BRIEN and CHARLES P* SILVERTHORN 
Interviewed MORRIS PASTERNAK on November ?• 1950 at his place 
ol employment, the Liguidometer Corporation, i|l>03 36 Street, 
Jjong Island City, New york* 

PASTERNAK advised he was the uncle of MORTON 
SOBELL* However, due to a family quarrel, he had not been too 
friendly with SOBELL or SOBELL* s wife for the past three years* 
He stated he did not know aiuch about SOBELL and further that 
he did not care to know anything about him* PASTERNAK 
admitted receiving the note regarding SOBELL and advised he

ha^deatroxed it after abowixig It to hie vlfe, the subject, , 
beckuae he realised from the contents of the note that £OBELL 
itaa in some kind of trouble and be did not want argrthlng to 
do with it. FAI>T£H11AK said he found the note under hie door 
around the middle of July 1950. 


MORRIS PASTERRAK admitted that he was formerly 
employed by the Conmiuniat Party at the Kew ITork Beadquartera " 
'oh 12 iitraet for about ten yeara; however he claimed he 
resigned from the Conziunlst Party about ten yeara ago* Ifben 
questioned further regarding his Communist Party activities, 
both past and present, PASTERNAK stated he would have to 
consult an attorney before answering any further questions* 


PASTERNAK admitted that be went to Car^ Unity, 
Vlngdale, New York with his wife, FL<»^ENC£, the subject, 
during hi a vacation July 1? to 31, 1950* Be said LODIS •. 
PASTERNAK, his brother, is the beadaof Camp Unity*

In 1950 these records describe the subject as 
forty years old, married, born in Poland* £he was naturalised 
in the Bronx County Supreme Court In November 1929* She has 
resided in the state and city for thirty- seven years • 

W£»RXLt^ASTERNAK was described as flfty-thrae 
years old, married, born in Russia, naturalised United itates 
Supreme Court April 1917« £e has resided in the state and 
city for forty-one years. 

Concerning the American Labor Party the following 
is noted in the report of the Committee on Un-American 
Activities, House of Representatives, 79th Confess, dated 
March 29, 1944- 194^8, at Washington, D. C.: 

"I* *Por years, the Communists have jwt forth 
the greatest efforts to capture the entire Ajoericen Labor Tarty 
throughout Mew York Ltate. They succeeded in capturing the 
Manhattan and Brooklyn sections of the American Labor Party 
but outside of Mew York City they have been unable to win controlt* •
